Most of the people who read newspapers and magazines, who look at 
billboards and who habitually attend movies, especially movies like 
The Powers Girl and Cover Girl, tend to think of the average, suecess!ul 
New York model as a luscious creature of 18 or 19 with a healthy, 
American-girl face, nice legs, a flashing, spotless, Ipana smile, a peach 
blossom complexion, a high bosom, low morals and not very much iu. 
the way of a brain. She is popularly envisioned as carrying a hat box up| 
and down Park Avenue, posing gaily for $5 to $10 an hour, lunching 
hurriedly at "21" with Tommy Manville, whom she ultimately marries 
if she doesn’t land someone richer. At night she will put aside the hat- 
box for a mink cape and whizz over to the Stork Club with an impor: 
tant client in the dress-goods trade, who is forcing her to dine with him 
or lose her job, or with a Hollywood agent whose name, as well as hers, 
will appear misspelled next day in a gossip column. Finally, after a 
hectic career never lasting more than a year, this imaginary beauty be- 
comes "Miss Rheingold, 1949,” lands a job in the movies, discards the 
rich husband or retires into a dissipated oblivion. 

The only trouble with this gaudy image is that it is incorrect and 
applies least of all to the 12 placid belles who appear on the previous 
pages. To begin with, the average age of these beauties is not 18 or 19 
but close to 30. Lily Carlson, baby of the group, is 24 and has two 
children, Five others are 32 or over and one is pushing 40. Their 
hourly take, and they are all hardheaded businesswomen, is not $5 or 
$10 but well over $25. At least one of the 12, Lisa Fonssagrives, charges 
$40. Lisa, who is Swedish, often poses with her daughter Mia, who also 
gets paid. Her husband is a photographer (he was once her professional 
dancing partner in Paris) and when he takes the picture, which he 
often does, they all get paid. 

As for high living, none of the 12 can afford the puffy face that comes 
from lack of sleep, and with few exceptions they dislike and avoid 
nightclubs. Three who have become fashion editors—McLauchlen, Max- 
well and Gibbons—go out now and then to see what cafe society is wear- 
ing. Although 10 are married, none of them has been pre-eminently 
successful in landing a rich man, except perhaps Dana Jenney. A model 
of propriety, Dana married a wealthy New Yorker named Tony Horvath 
in 1942, but it must have been for love because she still models. 

Since their innate exhibitionism is satisfied by posing all day none 
of these ladies would be seen dead parading a hatbox on Park Avenue. 
None is particularly feeble-minded: Dorian Leigh was a tool designer 
in a war plant, now has her own model agency; Betty McLauchlen, 
voted “Miss Motion Picture” in a 1940 style show, is fashion editor of 
Glamour; Helen Bennett, whose looks have been compared to a “white, 
peeled snake,” was an earnest art student, has appeared in nine Broad- 
way shows; Dana Jenney once wrote a column for a New York daily; 
Lily Carlson is a photographer; London-born Meg Mundy sang with the 
New York Philharmonic; Marilyn Ambrose is a Duke graduate; Andrea 
Johnson is an actress, painter and pianist; Muriel Maxwell and Eliza- 
beth Gibbons are fashion editors. 

No transitory favorites who fade after a season on the billboards, 
most of the 12 have been modeling at least five years. Kay Hernan was 
“Miss Chemistry” in a beauty show seven years ago. Betty McLauch- 
len, in the business 15 years, modeled expectant-mother styles in 
1936, now has a boy of 10 and a girl of 9. Helen Bennett a decade ago 
started the deadpan school of charm resulting in that studied snooti- 
ness common to all high-fashion pictures. 

Indeed the only characteristic left to bear out the popular notion of 
models is the fact that they are beautiful. Even that, though undeni- 
able, needs closer examination. For theirs, alas, is not the fresh, well- 
scrubbed radiance of the well-known “long-stemmed American beau- 
ty.” Although the famous 12 have fine teeth, they rarely smile. While 
they possess lovely skins, it is the aristocratic European bone struc- 
ture beneath that makes them famous. It may be un-American, but it 
must be remembered that they have sold more soap, soup, radios, nail 
polish, carpet sweepers, jewelry, perfume, cars, shampoo, washing 
machines and hostess gowns than any other 12 women in America.

EDITORIAL 


W FARES THE G.0.P.? 


IT WOULD FARE BETTER BY WORRYING LESS ABOUT THE WHITE HOUSE, MORE ABOUT ITS JOB 


After last November’s elections it seemed a 
fair bet that only one thing could defeat the 
Grand Old Party in 1948, namely the G.O.P. 
itself, or rather the Republican majority in 
Congress, whose probation is now nearly five 
months old. How are the Republicans doing? 

‘As can be seen from a reporters’ round-up 
on the state of the nation (p. 19), the American 
people generally are in a mood of somewhat 
retful pessimism, from which the Republi« 
cans naturally do not benefit as the might 
have before they won the election. Asked spe- 
cifically about the Republicans’ standing, our 
correspondents gave mixed appraisals, For ex- 
ample, from Los Angeles: “Influential vote of 
moderate labor as represented by A.F.L. coun- 
cils here being alienated by Taft-Hartley la- 
bor control bills. But high Republicans feel the 
party won't be injured half so much by passing 
tax and labor bills as they will be if they don’t 
pass them.” From Denver: “Party's stock de- 
clining fast in mountain area on account of 
slowness on labor laws, failure to demonstrate 
decisive leadership.” Says Kansas City: “Peo- 
ple are getting pinched for cash now and are 
all for that tax cut, But you hear a lot of them 
saying that the rich guys are going to get the 
big break.” From Des Moines: “Cannot no- 
tice any loss of G.0.P. popularity here.” 

Here and there the Republicans have lost 
friends because of their ambiguous handling 
of the Lilienthal affair, Others deplore the pro- 
posed cuts in foreign relief shipments. Others, 
noting the legislative energy spent on the anti- 
third term amendment and on the name of 
Hoover Dam, conclude that Republicans are 
small minded. But the report that seems to us 
most significant came from the Middle West, 
where the Republican party was born. 

In the second Wisconsin district, which the 
Democrats have won just once in 35 years, 
the Republican candidate in a special congres- 
sional election last fortnight squeaked through 
with a majority of only 921 out of 47,000 votes 
cast. “Republicans just stayed home,” runs 
the report. “They were disgusted with their 
party leadership.” Adds our Madison repre- 
sentative, “The people don’t give a damn.” 


Labor and Taxes 


If that is really the political undercurrent, 
the Republicans have more to worry about 
than even their severest critics supposed. For 
even though they ride into the White House on 
this current next year, they will have a country 
scarcely worth governing. What is the point of 
calling it a democracy if the people and their 
representatives are that far apart? 

fhe two subjects closest to the heart of the 
Republicans in Congress are tax reduction and 
labor law reform. Nobody is enthusiastic about 
the way either has been handled. Those who 
are against tax reduction and labor law reform 
are sorry they are being handled at all. Those 
who are for them resent the delay in getting 
action. Whether you originally hoped much or 
feared much from the Republican Congress, 
the chances are you have lost the keen edge of 
expectation. 

Whose fault is this new boredom? In part it 
is the electorate’s. Congress is not the White 
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House, and a new party can never “take it 
over”; it can merely give a new direction to 
its always glacial progress. Almost by defini- 
tion Congress is always a bore. 

When this is granted, the record of the Re- 
publicans in Congress takes on a rather impres- 
sive consistency of purpose. They told us last 
November that they would reduce taxes and 
curb labor. Well, they have written a labor bill 
and are in a very good position to reduce taxes. 
Moreover they are doing this in accordance 
with some very definite guiding principles. 
Harold Knutson, who is nothing if not Repub- 
lican, put it this way in explaining his insist- 
ence on a 20% tax cut. Said ts; “There is more 
at stake in this issue than relief for 44 million 
hard-pressed taxpayers. . . . The continua- 
tion of our system of private enterprise is in- 
volved. .. . So Jong as taxes remain where they 
are, there can be no incentive for anyone to 
risk money in new ventures and new business, 
which will make more jobs. Small business is 
under a great handicap... . The measure passed 
by the Hewes . .. is intended to encourage ven- 
ture capital and thereby to keep our economy 
in a healthy and expanding condition.” 

e same sincerity of conviction must be 
anted to Senator Ball, Congressman Hart- 
ley and the other “enemies of labor” who have 
fought so hard for radical changes in our basic 
labor laws. Surely the electorate favored a new 
surely it favored the kind of success- 
ful and expansive free capitalism with which 
the Republi n party has been identified in 
the past. Why, then, have the voters grown so 
indifferent to the legislative working out of the 
G.O.P. crusade? 


The G.O.P. Error 


In large part it is the Republicans’ own fault. 
They have sullied their crusade with political 
opportunism of the crass and lazy kind which 
many Americans rather hoped they were vot- 
ing out, not in, last November. 

‘ake the labor bill. The House got to work 
promptly on a labor bill and adopted a very 
tough one—too tough. But its best features 
were readily adopted by the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee, which reported a bill with these main 
provisions: 1) it bans the closed shop and re- 
stricts the union shop; 2) it excludes foremen 
from rights under the Wagner Act; 3) it grants 
free speech to employers (which the Wagner 
Act has limited); 4) it separates the prosecut- 
ing and judicial functions of the National La- 
bor Relations Board; 5) it defines unfair prac- 
tices of unions and authorizes NLRB to enjoin 
jurisdictional strikes and secondary boycotts; 
6) it makes unions suable and subject to finan- 
cial accounting; 7) it gives the Attorney Gen- 
eral special powers against strikes in interstate 
transportation, communications or utilities. 

Instead of settling for these reforms, how- 
ever, the Republican leadership has stalled and 
higgled over amendments which are for the 
most part either unnecessary or merely puni- 
tive. Some Republican senators support these 
amendments on the ground that they will make 
it easier to get together with the House. But 
others, and Senator Taft seems to be their lead- 
er, are less concerned with getting a good labor 


bill on the statute books than they are with a 
primitive political game known as “putting the 
White House in the hole.” They expect, nay 
invite, a White House veto of their measure. 
Thus, unless they can override the veto, we may 
get no labor reform this session. The onus, these 
Republicans hope, will be on the President. 

his “putting the White House in the hole” 
is a childish prolongation of the game that went 
on so long between F.D.R. and his Congress. 
It was F.D.R. who usually managed to put 
Congress in the hole by casting himself in the 
role of an obstructed crusader. Insisting on 
their “turn,” the Republicans now want to 
cast Harry Truman as the obstructionist. But 
if the Republicans were true crusaders, they 
would have ignored Truman politically and 
consulted him legislatively—the exact oppo- 
site of the F.D.R. technique. This would A 
have been better Republican politics, For if 
they could get the irritating memory of F.D.R. 
out of their heads, the Republicans might wake 
up to the fact that Truman, shorn of the ad- 
ventitious glamour they are handing him, is a 
political cipher.

No wonder Amer- 
icans turned apathetic toward the New Deal 
before its end! But a Republican philosophy 
which is nothing but “unspend and untax”” is 
no more interesting than the Hopkins formula, 
even if it is any better for the country. 

Let the Republicans in Congress stop worry- 
ing so much about °48. Getting good laws on the 
books is more important and better politics too.

Tichborne Curse cowrmuco

Lady Mabel’s ancient curse upon the family has not been the only 
burden the Tichbornes have had to bear. In 1871 one Alfred Orton, a 
26-stone (364-pound) son of a butcher from Wapping, suddenly an- 
nounced that he was Roger Tichborne (supposedly drowned long before 
at sea) and claimed the family estate. During two long trials many 
witnesses wrangled over whether plump Mr. Orton was or was not the 
long-lost Sir Roger. One Miss Eliza Froud was positive he was and “de- 
scribed with great ity her romantic acquaintance with Roger Tich- 
borne in 1849, when he helped her to bathe her cats, which she idol- 
ized for her dear mother’s sake.” A lighterman, appearing in behalf 
of the claimant, swore that he could not be Butcher Orton’s son be- 
cause “the whole Orton family, including the daughters, had humps 
on their backs like dromedaries.” In the second trial, which was one 
of the most sensational in British legal history, Orton’s bewhiskered 
lawyer spoke for as long as 20 days at a time while both judge and 
jury implored him for the love of God to have done. Finally the case 
was decided against the impostor and the Tichborne estate was saved. 
The butcher’sson was sentenced to 14 years of “penal servitude” on two 
counts of perjury. In commemoration of the trial, which cost the fam- 
ily £90,000, a woodcarver constructed a set of figurines (below) which 
still remain at Alresford in memory of the final triumph of justice.

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THE LAST 500 FEET 


With new inventions the airman is piercing the final weather barrier 


‘PRING never meant more toa farmer orsailor 
than this spring means to the America 
commercial airman. In last winter’s slough, with 
the load factor (percentage of seats sold) below 
the bankruptcy line and the grisly concatena- 
tion of accidents here and abroad making hash 
of the airman’s fine reputation, a number of top 
U.S. airline executives gathered in Washington. 
There was a wringing of hands and pulling of 
long faces. Then Captain Eddie Rickenbacker of 
Eastern Air Lines got to his feet. “Listen,” he 
said, “this is a fairly simple business. All I ask is 
10 days of good weather—just 10 days in a 
row. ...” 

Given the weird, swift bunching of accidents 
last winter, after all the commotion over the 
Constellation, it was natural that many laymen 
should assume that some generalized, inherent 
flaw had developed in the airplane. And even 
travelers who knew better were shaken by the 
gossip that sloppy maintenance, reflecting labor 
unrest in the shops, was a cause of many acci- 
dents. This story was, of course, groundless. 
And with time the first fear also passed. Today 
the load factor which during January and Febru- 
ary fell for some major lines to 50% to 60% is 
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back to 70% to 80%; the sequence of accidents 
been broken, and, while many carriers are 
still in serious money trouble, the industry as a 
whole is much healthier than it was last winter. 
With the lengthened perspective and in the 
kindly, open skies of spring the fundamental 
cause of the commercial airman’s crisis has 
come more plainly into view. It had little to do 
with mechanical malfunctioning. Rather the 
trouble was with the airman himself. Specifi- 
cally it stemmed from his inability, with the 
means then at his disposal, to fix his position 
continuously and precisely as he moved through 
space at 200 to 400 mph and, most importantly, 
during the last 500 feet of his descent to the 
ground when the ground could not be seen. 
‘A breakdown of last year’s accidents by types 
shows how powerfully the navigational problem 
cuts across the whole question of air safety. The 
over-all figures for U.S. passenger carriers, do- 
mestic and international, scheduled and non- 
scheduled, were 34 serious accidents and 174 
passenger deaths. Seventeen of these accidents 
(50%) and 157 of the deaths (90%) fall into two 
types: running into mountains, hills or high ter- 
rain en route between airports—five crashes, 92 


deaths; attempting to approach or land at an air- 
port in bad weather—12 accidents, 65 deaths. 
To be sure, nearly every accident has circum- 
stances peculiar to itself which tend to twist it 
out of any pattern in which it may be placed. 
But, several exceptions aside, the mishaps in the 
first group are bound together by a common 
thread of human frustration. At one stage or an- 
other in the fatal sequence the pilot was either 
lost, knew that he was lost and was powerless to 
save himself, or though lost he did not know he 
was lost and could hardly have been expected to 
know. 

This navigational difficulty to a large extent 
is being mastered. Generally speaking, airplanes 
ran into mountains because the airways naviga- 
tion system laid down in 1933 was inadequate 
for 1946 needs. Now more powerful radio range 
stations are being installed. And where before 
the airman had but four courses to home on, 
the new omnidirectional ranges supply courses 
around thecompass. Best of all, with theautomat- 
ic devices now in development he will soon be 
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These three views of the same ILS 
dial show how a pilot can make a 
correct airfield approach by merely 
consulting two indicator needles on 
the dial, a horizontal one and a 
vertical one. If the plane is coming 


in too high, the horizontal needle 
will drop down (curved line in draw- 
ing at left, above); if too low, the 
needle will be above the center line 
of the dial. If the plane is flying too 
far to the right or left, the vertical 


needle will be correspondingly de- 
flected (center drawing). If the plane 
is flying right on the beam, both 


(drawing at right), indicating to the 
pilot that his approach is correct. 


RADIO BEAMS 
AID LANDINGS 


There are today only two commercially developed systems for 
helping airplanes to navigate and land in bad weather. The large 
drawing on this page is an artist's conception of how one of these 
systems works, This is ILS (Instrument Landing System). An airfield is 
shown at upper right as an irregular triangle, with two mobile trans- 
mitters at opposite ends of one runway. Each transmitter sends out 
@ pair of radio beams. One pair is elliptical and one pair is round, 
They extend into the air at a 22° angle from the ground and have 
been sliced off at lower left by the artist to show their shape. These 
beams overlap, forming at their center an invisible pathway in the 
shown in white on ihe drawing. An airplane approaching the 
Girfield can be flown along this beam directly to the runway and 
landed, although the pilot may be able to see nothing. He does this 
by referring to an ILS indicator dial in the instrument panel of his 
plone (see sketches of dial at top of opposite page). Two needles on 
this dial tell him whether he is to the right or left of the beam or too 
high or low. The wide short-wave beams extending on either side 
of the airfield warn the pilot when he has missed the track. 
For an explanation of GCA, another all-weather system which so 
far has been used mainly by the Army and Navy, see next page. 
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able to fix his position at all times. Heretofore the beam has only 
told him that he was somewhere on a line. 

The actual business of getting the airplane down to earth in bad 
weather raises other and more difficult problems. The navigation- 
al hazards are measured in feet, not miles; here, paradoxically, 
is the critical stage of flight for a machine that is otherwise able to 
reach with ease any part of the globe. It gives rise, as we have seen, 
to about a third of the accidents and was the source of much of 
the industry’s economic woes since by Civil Aeronautics Board 
(CAB) regulations schedules were canceled whenever the ceiling 
fell below 500 feet. 

In all human experience there are few situations to equal, for 
sheer compressed nervous strain, the act of piloting an airplane 
through the final approach to an airport concealed in heavy over- 
cast. For the pilot responsibility of decision at this juncture reaches 
its ultimate loneliness. Until recently only four things were available 
to help him down to the ground: an altimeter with a possible error 
of 200 feet; a narrow (but not narrow enough) radio beam to give a 
rough line to the runway; a pretty good compass, and a vertical 
radio beam (called a fan-marker) to send up a pulse across his path 
and thus inform the pilot at two widely separated points along the 
descent how far to go to the end of the runway. With these inade-

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quate aids, together with rigid flight procedures, the airman man- 
aged to shove back the ceiling requirements to 500 feet and even less. 
When he did come a cropper it was almost always possible to place 
an accusing finger on some obvious blunder, some violation of set 
procedure. 

For every emergency condition in the air there is a theoretically 
safe countervailing procedure, It is therefore possible to argue, as 
the CAB examiners do, that if pilots followed the book, accidents 
would almost never happen. But they do happen, to 12,000-hour 
pilots as well as to the 2,500-hour pilots, and in many cases it 
was because the load on a man’s mind was one straw too many. 
“Remember,” says President W.A. Patterson of United Air Lines, 
“that we are-desling with a fragile and wonderful thing—the ho: 
man brain.” 

‘The point could be documented in many ways. The story that 
follows, it should be clearly understood, is not a typical accident; 
itcomes, like some of the tales of the sea, straight out of the chamber 
of horrors. But in an exaggerated way it lights up the technical and 
psychological problems that inhabit that last wedge of dubious air. 


The incredible tale of Flight 510-D 
E night last May a DC-3 airplane, Flight 510-D of Viking 


Air Transport, a nonscheduled carrier under charter, left 
Newark airport with 29 passengers—several for Norfolk, the rest 
for Houston and way points. It had arrived at Newark two days be- 
fore from its home base in California, after a charter run across 
the continent. 

Viking was engaged in a transcontinental tramp operation and 
had then been operating about five months. It owned four airplanes 
and, like most of the other nonscheduled operators that scrambled 
for a place in the postwar air, the company was formed around war 
veterans and surplus Army aircraft. 

The copilot on Flight 510-D, David Miner, 29, was an Army glid- 
er pilot during the war. Prior to the flight in question he had had 
only 100 hours in DC-3s, with but 10 on instruments. The pilot, 
William D. Anderson, 27, was an experienced commercial airman— 
2,500 hours in the air and three and a half years as copilot with 
Western Air Lines. 

Beyond Philadelphia, Pilot Anderson was persuaded by an ad- 
verse weather report to pass Norfolk by. He landed instead at Rich- 
mond, where he got rid of the Norfolk passengers. He spent a wor- 
ried two hours checking weather analyses in the operations build- 
ing. After mulling over the maps, he remarked gloomily that he did 
not like the weather ahead and “thought he would not take off.” 
Copilot Miner had come to the opposite conclusion and an intense 
argument ensued, The Eastern passenger agent, Charles Moser, 
who overheard the discussion, subsequently testified at the CAB 
hearing, “Miner wanted to take off and Anderson said it didn’t look 
too good and Miner said he thought it did.” In the end, the junior’s 
view prevailed. 

When Anderson took off at midnight the ceiling was barely 400 
feet and visibility only 4 miles. Nearly half an hour later he in- 
formed the Richmond tower that he was 40 miles south, above the 
overcast and returning because of a “rough engine.” Just before 
1 o'clock the airplane, with one engine misfiring, lunged low over 
the field at an angle with the runway and disappeared into the fog. 
The last word from Anderson was that he was returning to the 
vange for a second approach. 

The gathering drama communicated itself to the ground. A man 
named J. A. Williams, in bed and undressed in his dwelling on the 
edge of the woods 6 miles southeast of the airport, was so dis- 
quieted by the noise made by Flight 510-D that he ran outside to 
pear Upward ints 1E6 fog. “ie seated ipibela sound Stpiving the 
motors gas, and then ‘blup-blup’. ... When you hear somethin, 
like that it mabad you, fesl umessy .... anil this augine dounded 
kind of funny. Tt came closer and closer; it seemed he tried to 
go back to the airbase, and then it seemed that he went southwest. 
‘Then it crashed...” Everybody on board was killed—25 pas- 
sengers, the two pilots. 

‘The balky engine was an obvious villain and the CAB investiga- 
tion centered on it. Two Army mechanics at Richmond recalled 
that Anderson had had a hard time starting the right engine and 
was clearly suspicious of it. The throttle quadrant was found buried 
in 5 feet of mud and it revealed exactly what CAB investigators 
expected to find: the right mixture control and the right ignition 
switch in the “off” position. 

So Anderson had shut off the right engine sometime before he 
crashed, Even so, he should have been able to maintain level flight 
on one engine; yet the wreckage was wedged all in one spot and 
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driven deep into the mud, Plainly he had hit with terrific force. 
Was he in a stall? 

‘As the examination of the engines progressed, a horrifying fact 
came to light. The right engine—the one which Anderson had shut 
off—was in good running order. But the left—the one with which 
he had tried to stay in the air—was not. A large crack, with worn, 
blackened edges, was discovered around No. 6 cylinder. Metallurg- 
ical analysis established that the flaw was an old one. Since Ander- 
son would not have taken off with one cylinder out the only pos- 
sible deduction was that the cylinder wall had finally given way 
after the take-off and before the crash. The CAB investigators were 
therefore confronted with the macaber fact that Anderson, under 
some misapprehension not immediately clear to them, had shut off 
the wrong engine. 

At this juncture Anderson’s psychological qualities came under 
study. A CAB investigator who wondered why Western Air Lines 
had never promoted so experienced a pilot to captain uncovered 
the piece that completed the puzzle. A fundamental requirement 
for captain's rating is the ability to keep control over an airplane 

<under emergency conditions, with one engine stopped and the air- 
plane on instruments. Anderson, otherwise a competent pilot, had 
repeatedly flubbed this test and Western's check pilots declined to 
certify him as fit to command an airplane. This was precisely the 
situation in which Anderson found himself over the Henrico Coun- 
ty woods. And now the story of Flight 510-D began to emerge with 
Conradian finality. 

Though Anderson had quit Western because it would not pro- 
mote him, he seemed to have been aware of his weakness. His re- 
luctance to risk the dubious weather beyond Richmond revealed 
his inward doubts, just as his final yielding to the copilot’s argu- 
ment to go on disclosed an indec ich was part of his char- 
acter. The captain of an airplane absolute command; in 
this instance, however, the relative status of the two men seems to 
have been compromised by the fact that Miner, a stubborn man, 
was also a Viking stockholder. 

Anderson was deeply troubled. If there had ever been anything 
wrong with the right engine, it was probably nothing more serious 
than a wet ignition harness which must have soon dried out. But 
Anderson was subconsciously afraid of it, and when the first serious 
roughness developed south of Richmond—caused almost certainly 
by the fracturing of the cylinder in the left engine—he instantly 
assumed it was the right which had finally betrayed him. He reduced 
the power and turned back. Had he left the power on he would soon 
have realized where the trouble really lay, but his caution com- 
pleted the trap enclosing him. He made the first approach, missed, 
and then, to climb fast, applied full power. The vibration started 
all over again; the airplane shook as in a giant's grip. Nevertheless 
Anderson got lined up with the range a second time and once more 
sank into the black depths of the overcast. He tried to concentrate 
on the instruments, each in its pool of greenish light, but the ter- 
rible shaking distracted him. In desperation he shut down the right 


ne. 

The end can be surmised. Anderson did none of the things that 
might have saved him: he never pulled up the landing gear, although 
it was a drag on his power; nor did he feather the right propeller; 
nor did he try to start up the right engine again. As death came at 
him through the flickering instruments he must have realized that 
the combination of conditions that had always been too much for 
him in the simulated aspect were too much for him in fact. 


New systems 


T is a melancholy fact that there were in existence not one but 

two systems that in all probability could have saved Anderson 
and most of the other pilots in the same fix. 

The public in recent months has heard a good deal about these 
systems. One, the Civil Aeronautics Administration’s Instrument 
Landing System (ILS), is a prewar development. The other, Ground 
Controlled Approach (GCA), is a modification of a wartime radar 
technique. The basic principles differentiating them are set forth 
in the diagrams on pages 82 to 84. Suffice it here to say that the 
first utilizes a radio beam to provide a glide path down to the run- 
way—a kind of strand through the darkness. With the other a man 
on the ground, following the progress of the airplane on a radar 
screen, talks the pilot down. 

The CAA, shaken by last year’s disasters, is now driving hard on 
a $175 million program which calls for about 100 ILS and 23 GCA 
units in place at the nation’s principal airports by the end of 1948. 
In addition, more powerful runway and landing lights than are 
now in use are to be installed at many airports. The net effect of 
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this program will be a gradual pushing down of the ceiling require- 
ments from the present 500 feet to an estimated 200 feet—a 300- 
foot gain at a cost to the government of roughly $585,000 a foot 
and well worth it. 

However neither system is good enough for zero-zero landings. 
‘The beams employed in the IES unitsnow being installed cannot 
sighted with the absolute precision such a landing calls for. Fur- 
thermore the effects of FM broadcasts or even rain on the runway 
will sometimes bend or twist them. And GCA, though crack crews 
can do marvelous things with it, is simply not accurate enough to 
call all the shots perfectly. 

For the last 200 feet down to the ground—and the zero-zero 
Janding—the airman must wait for an automatic pilot tied into a 
radio beam absolutely fixed and true in space. Both are in an ad- 
vanced stage of development. Wartime radar research by Sperry 
Gyroscope Inc. into superhigh radio frequencies opened up a field 
of wave lengths, called microwaves, of awesome precision. But 
Sperry, engineers say they will need upward of three years and 
$1 million to develop a superbeam for what they call “a bumpless 
zero-zero landing.” 

Meanwhile Sperry also has in production an automatic pilot of 
unbelievable virtuosity. This can do just about all the routine 
things that a pilot is called upon to do: take off, climb, raise and 
lower the landing gear, retract and extend flaps, regulate the throt- 
tle, steer a course home to a predetermined airport. Day or night, 
clear or foul, thunder or quiet, 100 miles or 700 miles, it is all the 
same to the automatic pilot, happily beyond the fatigue and emo- 
tional aberrations that unsettle the human mind. 

Associated with this robot is an electronic contraption known as 
the Black Box—a foot-long aluminum container crammed with 
tubes, resisters and condensers and weighing about 13 pounds. Its 
specialty is the 8-to 10-mile landing approach and the actual land- 
ing. Keyed into an ILS beam the Black Box, through the automatic 
ri lot, will direct the airplane down the glide path with a nerveless 

and and, subject only to the eccentric behavior of the beam, do so 
more preter than can the most careful pilot. So far the last few 
feet of air—the liquid instant of the stall—are too much for it. The 
human pilot would at that point take over the controls, 

Five years would not be too much to allow for ushering in the 
full automatic landing as a practical, commercial operation. Never- 
theless several airlines with an eye for the mechanical millennium 
have already ordered the Black Box, along with the automatic pilot, 
for their four-engine airplanes, 


Flight by robot 


'ANTASTIC as this may seem, it represents but the bare bones of 
what is running through the minds of the instrument engi- 
neers. Need presses invention hard. The air over and between the 
great metropolises of New York and Chicago is on the verge of be- 
coming a kind of interstellar ant heap. So far the first superdu 
head-on crash between airliners milling around in the overcast has 
et to happen, but there have been some hair-raisingly close calls. 
t December after a DC-4 and a DC-3 had brushed together light- 
ly, in the dark above Maryland, a CAB official remarked gloomily, 
“This starts a whole new pattern of accidents.” 

It need not. The General Belay Signal Company, which devel- 
oped the famous block system for the railroads, is attempting to de- 
vise a counterpart for the airways. Working on this problem is a 
venerable genius, Mr. S. N. Wight, a gentle, terrestrial gentleman 
whose gaze for a lifetime has sighted down the parallel lines of steel. 
Tf Mr. Wiehe should succeed in cracking the airman’s traffic-control 

roblem, it would only fulfill the minimum conditions of poetic 
justice; the “old fogies” of the railroads have had to take plenty 
from their rivals. 

Since the Black Box, in electronic union with the automatic 
pilot, can steer a finer course than any human pilot, the ideal of 
the gadget engineer is full automatic flight, from take-off to land- 
ing. Needless to say, the pilot will still be necessary. As Sperry’s 
President Preston R. Bassett says, ‘The aim is to reduce the load 
upon him and conserve his intelligence for the most serious de- 
mands. 

As the air grows more crowded, the pilot’s most urgent need is 
exact information about himself in relation to the ground and other 
aircraft near him. Half a dozen ingenious systems are in indepen- 
dent development to fill this want. Adorned with such Wellsian 
names as Teleran, Navar, Lanac and so on, they employ radar, tele- 
vision and radio or combinations thereof to pass a stream of infor- 
mation between ground and air. Sperry, for example, has a scheme 
based on the facsimile principle, which is an intended adjunct of 
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THE LAST 500 FEET conrmuco 


its automatic-landing system. As the airplane approaches the met- 
ropolitan area there would materialize, movielike, on a circular 
disk of white paper, a facsimile map of the city underneath, with 
the pilot’s assigned flight track to the approach track sketched i 
Thereafter at six-second intervals an unseen pencil on the ground 
would trace his progress toward the runway and note for him addi- 
tional pertinent information concerning the wind, runway condi- 
tions and so on. 

Federal Telecommunication Laboratories, which developed ILS, 
and Radio Corporation of America have equally ingenious schemes 
for doing the same job. If one were to believe the electronicists the 
day is not far distant when airmen will make their way about the 
globe without ever unfolding a map. Remote in their hermetically 
sealed cockpits, they will—in theory—merely follow a combination 
of meters and lines on a dim, phosphorescent screen. 

At the moment these ideas are little more than gleams in their 


inventors’ eyes. But powerful companies sponsor them and even if- 


they should eventually fall short of their promises invention is 
sure to be carried to still more fruitful levels in the process of ex- 
periment. 

Summing up the question of how safe is the air, we can say with 
Chairman C. R. Smith of American Airlines, “The big thing we 
have got right now is a beam that will help a pilot get down to the 
ground through weather and another beam for checking him on his 
course. And we've got something else—the answers to the tech- 
nical problems that have been bothering us.” 

To be sure, no one system currently embodies all these answers. 
But bits and pieces exist, in various stages of development, which 
can be fitted together to produce by the winter of 1948-49 an air- 
ways system effective down to a 200-foot ceiling. Beyond that, how- 
ever, a zero-zero, semiautomatic airways system is a full five-year 
job and would cost, conservatively, $200 million. 

Who will pay for it? That’s the rub. The airlines, by and large, 
aré broke; Congress is hacking at the budget. Certainly the.air trav- 
eler, as the direct beneficiary, should be called upon to pay part of 
the costs as an item of fare. But the general obligation ee eeiek 
the air for the enormous expansion making up is primarily a fed- 
eral one. 

When last winter’s crisis burst upon the CAA, which specifically 
bears responsibility for administering the airways, it had declined 
into a mental outlook more befitting the guild of harness-makers. 
It is making a valiant effort to get a fresh grip on its affairs. The job 
before it is a huge one: to put to rights not merely an industry but 
an art, affected with broad national interest, in which we have 
hitherto been without a peer.

Twelve years ago most of Seattle’s emotionally 
upset children ended up in corrective institutions or 
hospitals for the insane. Neither of these filled the 
children's need. So Seattle’s citizens founded the 
Ryther Child Center, which is supported by them. 
Today Ryther has eight case workers, most with 
therapeutic training, a staff psychiatrist and 125 
children from 2 to 18. Most of these children live in 
foster homes under Ryther’s supervision. Some 
live in the center, as Butch did, where they can be 
watched in homelike surroundings. In the case of 


DISILLUSION came quickly after Butch got home. His 


real father had not lived up to his fantasy father. His 
dream was destroyed. In two weeks he was back at Ryther. 


PRIDE IN HIS FATHER, on whom he subconsciously felt dependent, suddenly grew 
when he found his father was a soldier. He admired every soldier he saw. He improved 
hool, where he sold more war bonds than any other child, 


Butch, who felt homeless and alone, these surround- 
ings were most important. When he first came to 
Ryther, he was left to wander about through its 
rooms, eating what he wanted and playing as he 
cared to. Thomas Gallagher, a case worker, was 
assigned to watch over him, take the place of a fath- 
er in Butch’s mind, He made friends cautiously, nev- 
er rushing Butch’s affections. Butch began to con- 
fide in Gallagher, and bit by bit his tension relaxed. 
At last he was able to step out into the world. But 
there one more shock was waiting for him (below). 


IN LONG TALKS the Ryther case worker told Butch 
that he must learn to take the world as it is and ad- 
just himself to it. Gradually Butch began to understand. 
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“No real work at all—I just boss the job!”

areer Woman 


Dorothy Shaver carries a lace handkerchief, 
crosses streets timidly and makes $110,000 


a year as president of a big department store

lor’s big department store on Fifth Ave- 
nue, New York, between the Public Library 
and the Empire State Building, is beyond doubt 
the No. 1 American career woman. She manages 
a merchandising business which last year grossed 
$40 million. She is, in fact, the only woman ever 
to fight her way to the top ofa great metropolitan re- 
tail establishment. To be sure, women like Hattie 
Carnegie, Jane Engel and Mary Lewis have made 
famous careers in retail selling, but it was with 
specialty shops rather than with massive general 
stores competing on the same plane with such 
merchants as Adam Gimbel of Saks Fifth Avenue 
or the Marcus brothers of Neiman-Marcus in Dal- 
las, Texas. Only one other woman in the country 
—Mrs. Beatrice Fox Auerbach of G. Fox & Co., 
Hartford, Conn.—holds a job comparable to 
Miss Shaver’s. But Mrs. Auerbach, though she 
has become in her own righta sharp and aggressive 
merchant, inherited the property from her hus- 
band. As for Mrs. Hortense Odlum, who several 
years ago attracted attention as the nominal head 
of Bonwit Teller in New York, she too was a pres- 
ident-by-marriage. Miss Shaver, however, after 
22 years with Lord & Taylor, went up to the presi- 
dency 16 months ago exactly as a man would have 
done—by vote of the male directors of the Asso- 
ciated Dry Goods Corporation, which controls it. 
President Shaver’s working day begins around 
9:30 with her arrival in a black limousine, hired 
by the hour, at a side entrance on 39th Street. As 
she sweeps across the main floor, a tall, hand- 
somely dressed woman of indeterminate age, it is 
“Good morning, Miss Shaver,” from the sales 
girls, the service managers and the elevator starter, 
who usually inanages to whisk her into an empt 
car and dispatch her without a stop to the nint! 
floor. There, in a luxurious island of executive 
privacy off the lamp department, softly aglow 
all day with light, she picks up the day’s affairs. 


Die Suaver, president of Lord & Tay-

desk. Her office is 27 feet long and 20 feet wide 
and has a fireplace at one end. The walls, of 
apale unpainted pine, are from an 18th Cen- 
+ tury English study. There are costly Regen- 
cy chairs, a massive Chippendale breakfront 
stuffed with books, a comfortable bright, 
striped sofa, trailing green plants, and vases 
of flowers (“I couldn’t live without plants 
and! flowers”) and a powder room. The at- 
mosphere of alibrary ina wealthy homeisen- 
hanced by the quiet, and further by the tiny 
old-fashioned portraits of Founder Lord 
and his wife, in gilt frames, their gazes 
converging in ancestral pride at a point 
just above Miss Shaver’s upswept hairdo. 


Associated’sdirectors pay Miss Shaver $110,000 
a year. This is only a quarter of the sum paid to 
her friend Thomas J. Watson of International 
Business Machines. It would not occur to Miss 
Shaver to make an issue of the obvious example 
of sex discrimination in a system which confers 
upon the male business executive rewards four 
times greater than those fixed for the senior lady 
business executive. But as the general leveling 
between the sexes proceeds, inequities of this 
sort will clearly come in for drastic correction. For 
in any case Miss Shaver's day, in most executive 
respects, is indistinguishable from a man’s. In 
addition to the main store she directs a smaller 
offshoot in Manhasset on Long Island and is now 
building two others in Westchester and New 
Jersey. the day progresses she confers with 
her five vice presidents (of whom only one, the 
advertising and publicity director, is a woman); 
holds telephone conversations with manufactur- 
ers, stylists, economists and bankers; argues with 
architects ("I can read a blueprint as well as they 
can”); presides over one or another of the half- 
dozen management councils through which she 
runs the store, and keeps two secretaries, both 
girls, on the fly. Her routine day ends at 5:30. 
Ten minutes before that time her chauffeur, pre- 
vented by city traffic regulations from parking, 
will have begun to circle the block. On spotting 
her at the side door, he will pull up to the curb, 
tip his hat and then drive home to the duplex 
penthouse apartment in the East 50s, 20 blocks 


away. 

Miss Shaver lives with her younger sister Elsie. 
An earlier generation would have called them 
spinsters; today they are career women. Elsie has 

blue eyes, scarlet hair pulled up in a 
flaming topknot and is in her own right a skillful 
artist whose forte is gay, misty children with 
grave black eyes. With Dorothy at the store, Elsie 
and two maids run the house; Elsie is also re- 
sponsible for its whimsical decoration: the pale- 

ink walls, the bathrooms with papier-maché 
ons perched on the shower rod and blue- 
irds nesting on green branches, and painted 
daisies and forget-me-nots in the bedrooms and 
dressing rooms. Amid these tender nosegays are 
distributed the fine furniture (Directoire, Louis 
XVI and Sheraton), the spectacular tigerskin be- 
fore the fireplace and the handsome $3,500 bronze 
doré andirons (bought with one night's winnings 
at Monte Carlo), which reflect sister Dorothy’s 
taste. 

The Shaver sisters go out a great deal. Dorothy 
is an honorary fellow for life of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, a member of the Special Gifts 
Committee of the Museum of Modern Art and a

“Little woman” 


i these urbane settings when the war between the sexes is at its 
most wordy fierceness, Miss Shaver displays a masterly strate- 
gic instinct. The American career woman, whether in the aspect of 
executive, novelist or journalist, has manifestly arrived at a critical 
stage of evolution. In all too ey instances the apparent aim of 
the species is to look like Rosalind Russell, talk like Walter Lipp- 
mann and act like Molotoy. But so far the result has been socio- 
logical chaos. The typical career woman encountered nowadays 
in metropolitan cocktail or dinner circles rattles off Toynbee and 
Sartre; never removes her hat; consumes numerous cocktails; re- 
quires continuous attention, and on the whole is very difficult to 

et along with. Miss Shaver, in contrast, belongs to the Little 
Wonk school. She makes a feminine fuss over thunderstorms, 
crossing the street and lighting a cigaret; she seldom wears a hat, 
abominates open-toed shoes (“a monstrous custom”) and carries 
prettily in her sleeve a fine lace handkerchief. In a society com- 
prised of self-made pundits, oracles and finger-pointers, she has 
made a brilliant career with a practically obsolescent physical ap- 
pendage: the ear. She is avid for other people’s theories about 
atomic power, Henry Moore, the Ukrainian separatists and the 
price structure of steel. Ordinary career women, in the pursuit of 
audiences, tend on that account to overlook her as a competitor; 
the effect upon men, as one would expect, is deadly. 

Once, when asked by another woman how she really got alon; 
with men, she answered softly, ‘The best answer to that is that 
have survived three changes of management and got a promotion 
every time.” If the male executive mind impresses some career 
women as dogmatic, obvious and bullheaded, it might be because 
too few share Miss Shaver’s philosophy that “the best way to sell 
an idea is to make the other person think he thought of it first.” In 
any case Miss Shaver ha’ a habit of making things happen the way 
she wants. “I had a five-year plan before the Russians did,” she 
says. 

A department store—the part a customer never sees—is a 
tight, cutthroat world, a tireless whispering gallery. For an ambi- 
tious woman—or man—competition begins on the ground floor 
and ascends with rising intensity through the hierarchy of assis- 
tant buyers, buyers, merchandise executives and vice presidents. 
Only a woman of parts can make her way through such an ambush. 
Yet while Miss Shaver’s rise to the power nif glory of the ninth 
floor, with all of its collateral pleasures, has become, among the 
2,300 women who work for her, a Horatio Alger epic on the distaff 
side, the stockgirls would hardly claim her as one of them. As one 
put it, “She knew the boss.” While Miss Shaver did have a bene- 
factor, two other things were more important to her rise; a doll 
and an almost frightening gift of persuasion. (“My technique is to 
sell, sell, sell.”)

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Third of five children, Miss Shaver was born in Center Point, 
Ark. (pop. 300) in McKinley’s administration or Cleveland’s sec- 
ond, (If the discrepancy exists, it is because even a lifetime condi- 
tioned by the iron discipline of department-store accountancy can- 
not eradicate a woman’s whim to measure her age as a nonwasting 
asset.) Her mother, Sallie Hunter Borden, was the daughter of an 
editor of the Arkansas Gazette; her father, James D. Shaver, was 
an Arkansas lawyer who served for many years as a state chancery 
judge, ruling on civil cases. Now 85, Judge Shaver lives in retirs- 
ment at Texarkana, Ark. 

Center Point, as Dorothy puts it, was “a wide place in the road.” 
The railroad passed it by, and at the turn of the century the family 
moved to the nearby town of Mena (“A lovely, quiet town, with a 
fine park and hills on three sides’). In Mena, Dorothy sang in the 
Episcopal choir, took honors in high school and could throw a 
baseball almost as well as her brothers. She had three years of col- 
lege—two at the University of Arkansas (where Grandfather Bor- 
den once lectured) and one at the University of Chicago. But all 
the while she really wanted to work. (“I am a builder by nature,” 
she says.) With Elsie in tow and a small allowance from the fam- 
ily, she went to New York in 1920, taking a room in a brownstone 
front. New York, then as now, was full of young girls trying to 
catch on, but there was only one among them who could sell like 
Dorothy Shaver. Elsie, an elfin spirit, used to amuse herself mak- 
ing gay, fluffy dolls. “Listen,” said her sister, “you design one and 
T'll promote it and we'll make enough money to stay in New York. 
The woman who thought up the Kewpie doll,” she added impres- 
sively, “made $50,000.”

“If our relationship was traced 
ck,”” Miss Shaver says, “we'd be found to be third cousins. The 
important fact is that he came from our part of the land, knew my 
arents and was a kind friend.” One Sunday morning on his way 
ome from church, in frock coat and striped trousers, Mr. Rey- 
burn made a family call on the Shaver girls. An impressive figure, 
he was sometimes likened to Daniel Webster. As he got up to 
leave (“I’ve always had a good sense of timing”) Dorothy said, 
“Show Mr. Reyburn your dolls, Elsie.” Next morning there were 
four Lord & Taylor executives back at the brownstone house to 
arrange for putting the dolls (patented as the “Little Shavers”) into 
production and setting up the two sisters in business in a small 
shop uptown. For the next four years Princess Olie-ge-wob and 
her associates supported the girls nicely. The dolls became a fad 
and women carried them in public as mascots. Then Elsie got 
bored with the whole business and returned to painting. Dorothy, 
however, went to work for the big store and almost immediately 
made her mark. 


Woman’s progress 


H® first job was as comparison shopper, which meant she scout- 
ed the competitive prices of other stores. After several months 

she wrote a report, the gist of which was that a spy system, 
besides being slightly immoral, was a waste of time. (‘Why not for- 
get about competitors and concentrate on improving our prod- 
ucts?”) With Mr. Reyburn watching from the ninth floor and oc- 
casionally offering wise, dry advice, Miss Shaver’s rise began: di- 
rector of the comparison bureau, first year; director of fashions 
and interior decorations, second year; board of directors, third 
year; vice president, seventh year; first vice president in charge of 
all advertising, display and publicity, 13th year. In 1945, when 
Walter Hoving resigned as president of Lord & Taylor to run his 
own chain of department stores, including the rival Bonwit Teller, 
Dorothy Shaver took his place. 

“There is an important point to remember in business,” says 
President Shaver. “Don’t ever get in a position where you can be 
knocked down. Nobody could get away from the facts I marshaled 
behind an idea.” 

And of ideas she had plenty. Every year she made three or four 
trips to the Continent, paceTuaeing 8 fine sprinkling of French phrases. 
1n'1928 she persuaded Mr. Reyburn to gamble $100,000 on import. 
ing a collection of modern French furniture and art (including 
some of the first Picassos, Derains, Braques and Utrillos exhibit- 
ed in this country). Presented with the flourish of a Theatre Guild 
premiere—red carpets on the sidewalk, blazing floodlights and 
Miss Shaver floating about in a white evening dress—it was a sen- 
sation.

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I'd never be afraid. If I saw a challenge, I'd meet it.”) All through 
the 1920s the French label was to fashions what the pound sterling 
was to international exchange. Vogue decreed as an article of faith 
that only Paris could make a gown. But early in the 1930s Dorothy 
Shaver sensed that the American designers were about ripe on the 
vine. Quite alone, she began to push them, an act that won their 

ratitude. She invented the phrase, “The American Look,” and, in 
Hrerprocess of promoting lier fashions; fajected a new mood vate 
department-store advertising. 

‘he standard department-store ad ballyhoos a dozen different 
items and makes its bid on price in big black type. But some years 
ago Miss Shaver perceived the folly of trying to sell women’s fash- 
ions on that basis. (“The only place for a woman to buy a dress or 
coat is in the fitting room.”) Lord & Taylor ads, following a model 
developed by her, plug only one fashion idea at a time, mention 
price, if at all, in modest type and always stress the store. The at- 
mosphere of fashion is conveyed by an airy sketch of a woman 
in something smart—a hat or dress or suit or coat. (“The strategy 
is not to sell a specific item. It is to plant the idea that we know 
fashion.”) 


“We're the talk of the town” 


MONG the hucksters Miss Shaver emerged as a master of in- 
direction. To whip up sales of fur coats and winter underwear 
during an unseasonable warm spell, she used Epsom salts, acid- 
hitened corn flakes, beer froth, powerful fans and a phonograph

This crush—no other word seems adequate—is the envy of hin- 
rland stores, whose scouts constantly prowl the premises. It is, 
say Miss Shaver’s admirers, a simple matter of the Shaver Touch.

they, “said a woman couldn’t build an organization; couldn't get 
smart men to work for her,” she says. “Well, I've got the best in 
the business.” 

She raised to vice president two long-time colleagues, and two 
new vice presidents were imported from the outside. But the man 
who in the executive hierarchy i: s Shaver is quiet, 
graying Mr. Van B. Sims, who is quite unmoved by all the to- 
do over the longer skirts and padded hips, and exudes the gentle

Along with new policies at the top, Miss Shaver broke up and re- 
built a dozen departments. Several weeks ago, just as she was con- 
gratulating herself on carrying off a drastic reorganization without 
a tremor, her high-fashion expert, Mr. Roy M. Rudolph, resigned 
without warning to take the job of president of Bonwit Teller offered 
him by Miss Shaver’s predecessor, Mr. Walter Hoving.

Cd Man Cul 


James Mason plays a fugitive Irish revolutionist in a fine chase picture which is almost a moral epic 


Few movie-makers will see Odd Man Out 
without becoming envious, and few movie- 
goers will leave the theaters without being 
impressed. It is a somber film about an 
Irish revolutionist who is wounded by the 
police in the afternoon, pursued all evening 
from refuge to refuge and finally cornered 
and killed at midnight. From the moment 
that Johnny MacQueen accidentally shoots 
a manager during a mill robbery (right) he is 
caught in a maze of circumstances that grad- 
ually becomes more devious and more sinis- 
ter. Allescapes turn out to be snares in which 
abrave man comes face to face with unavoid- 
able destruction. At the end the audience is 
left with the exalting experience of heroic 
tragedy. 

All this happens in terms of the oldest 
movie formula there is: the chase. But to 
call Odd Man Out a chase film is as unjust as 
calling Romeo and Juliet a tale of boy-meets-girl. Odd Man Out is also an essay 
on morality. The people of the Irish streets who betray Johnny or use him 
for their own advantage or help him only when help does not involve any 
risk are the sounding brasses and the tinkling cymbals of St. Paul, for they 
are withou ty. Only Johnny and his selfless girl and a stern pursuing

policeman emerge from the story unstained. 

As the dying fugitive, James Mason does 
well with the limited opportunities of a part 
which gives him few lines and, in the main, 
is a kind of vortex around which the whirl- 
wind of plot revolves, It is a handful of su- 
perb character actors (next page) who really 
carry the ball. Most of them were recruited 
from Dublin’s Abbey Theater and are now 
making their first movie appearances. 

Largely responsible for Odd Man Out's suc- 
cess is Producer-Director Carol Reed (Night 
Train, The Way Ahead). There has not been 
such lightingand imaginative use of the cam- 
erasince Orson Welles’s Citizen Kane (1941). 
Certain scenes—children begging, abarroom 
brawl—could only have been managed by 
an artist of stature and high purpose. 

Even so, Odd Man Out is not completely 
successful. In desiring to tell a great moral 
story on film, Mr. Reed aimed an arrow at the sun, It falls short for, toward 
the end, Odd Man Out strains too hard at credibility and the audience is 
forced to recall it is witnessing, after all, a work of fiction, But this is small 
discredit. Even with a fumbling finale, its soaring conception makes Odd Man 
Out an important movie and Carol Reed a strong Academy Award contender.
